Syaallsown Atmosphere Draws Filmmakers to Romulus

To people whose only familiarity with 
Romulus lies in flying in and out of Detroit 
Metro Airport, the city probably seems 
much like any other American suburb with 
major freeways and industrial development. 

But, how many suburbs have a one- 
room schoolhouse-turned-museum that’s 
located less than a mile from each of these 
metropolitan features? 

The fact that parts of Romulus have 
retained a small-town atmosphere, despite 
the city’s status as a world-class transporta- 
tion hub, was a big factor in its recent selec- 
tion as a site for recording what promises 
to be a major motion picture. Miss January, 
as the film is to.be titled, will boast mar- 
quee talents Kim Cattrall (Sex and the City), 
Brian Dennehy (Cocoon), and Keith David 
(Barbershop) in supporting roles, along with 
its lesser-known young star, Dustin Ingram 
(“Unfabulous”). 

Given the movie's story line— orphaned 
teen, just out of high school, embarks on a 
cross-country trek in search of his fantasy 
woman, a siren of “70s adult cinema — direc- 
tor Keith Bearden needed locations that 
would be representative of a typical Mid- 
west American town. With its vintage 
homes, old brick storefronts, and pictur- 
esque historic park, downtown Romulus fit 
the bill. 

“The film crew ended up using a num- 
ber of sites in our city,” said Mayor Alan R. 
Lambert. “Historical Park and the Senior 
Center were among them, along with a local 
barbershop (Family Hair Shop), grocery 
(Romulus Market Place), drug store (Sav- 
On Family Pharmacy), and various homes.” 
The grounds at Cory Elementary School 
were also used. 

Not surprisingly, one of the most 
memorable moments for Lambert was a 
photo op with actress Cattrall, who told him 
that she enjoyed her time in Romulus. 

“Ms. Cattrall said everyone here was 
kind to her, and that she liked Michigan 
very much,” Lambert recalled. “She would 
definitely welcome a chance to return to 
our area for another movie.” 

Lambert wasn't the only one who was 
excited about having Hollywood:come to 
Romulus. Over the course of three days’ 
shooting, many people — some equipped 
with lawn chairs — came out to watch from 
afar. Among them was Romulus Historical 
Society member Gloria Chandler. 

“It was a real ‘happening, ’” said the 


lifelong resident. “Everyone was interested 


in what was going on.” 
Chandler said she got to talk with some 


of the crew members, who told her that

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Town Hall Will Address Hunting Issues 


Senator Ray Basham (D-Taylor) will 
join with the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources to hold a Town Hall 
meeting from 6 to 8 p.m. on Wednesday, 
October 8, at Gander Mountain (14100 
Pardee Road, Taylor). The purpose of the 
meeting will be to discuss issues of interest 
to Michigan's hunters. Topics will include 
chronic wasting disease (CWD) and bait 
feed bans, the use of crossbows, and water- 
fowl surveys. : 

“Many of these issues are on people's 
minds as hunting season approaches, and | 
hope to help shed some light on any con- 
cerns and unanswered questions,” Basham 
said. “Hunting is an important addition to 
Michigan's economy and a favorite pastime 
for many citizens. With the recent changes 
in rules and laws — and the discovery of 
chronic wasting disease in Michigan — its 
important that we educate our hunters and 
make sure they are aware of any new con- 
cerns before heading to the woods.” 

Senator Basham will be joined by rep- 
resentatives from the DNR, the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture, and Michigan 
State University Extension to discuss the 
discovery of chronic wasting disease, ongo- 
ing efforts to test and monitor deer to deter- 


mine whether the disease has spread, the 


related bait feed ban, and other issues of . 


concern to local hunters. 


According to Basham, the DNR te- 


cently imposed a ban on the baiting and 


feeding of deer throughout the Lower Pen- 
insula in response to the August 2008 dis- 
covery of a captive deer with chronic wast- 
ing disease in Kent County. It was the first 
time the neurological disease had showed 
up in Michigan. 


Chronic wasting disease can be trans- 
mitted between animals, or from food con- 
taminated by the saliva or feces of an in- 
fected deer. The agency hopes that its ac- 
tion will help to prevent the spread of the 
persistent, fatal disease to Michigan's large 
population of wild deer. 

Legislation Would Create “Green” Jobs 

Senator Basham said he supported bi- 
partisan, comprehensive, renewable energy 
legislation that will stimulate economic 
growth and the creation of “green” jobs 
while saving rate-payers $4.3 billion in fu- 
ture energy costs. Basham believes that this 
legislation, which includes Senate Bills 213 
and 1048 and House Bill 5524, will ensure 
that Michigan’s energy needs are met by 
clean and renewable energy resources while 
specifically reducing costs for consumers. 

“This package of bills represents a criti- 
cal step in the direction of reducing carbon 
emissions and developing cleaner energy 
solutions for Michigan,” said Basham. “Set- 
ting standards for renewable energy produc- 
tion will help drive investment in wind, 
solar, and other alternative energy sources 


to create jobs while reducing the state’s con- 


tribution to global climate change.” OJ

Although Richard Leverette ultimately 
did not reach the snowy summit of Mt.

On his return to Arusha, Leverette met 
a little boy, Pascal, who captured his heart. 
Together, they visited a local market, where 
Leverette bought the boy shoes, socks, and 
clothes. That gesture, he said, made a huge 
impact on Pascal, who went from a shy little 
boy to one beaming with smiles. 

“Richard Leverette spent less than a 
month in another country, but his impact 
will last a lifetime,” said PSCU president 
and CEO Dean Trudeau. “He took along a 
small flag with a credit union's name, but 
he viewed it as a representation of American 
lifestyles and a caring spirit.” 

Said Leverette, “My experience with
